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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  for  the  year  1970. 

I  am  grateful  to  Mr.  G.H.  Fyfe,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
for  his  detailed  report  of  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  and  Environmental 
Conditions  in  his  Annual  Report. 

The  overall  picture  is  reasonably  satisfactory,  although  certain 
problems  such  as  noise  and  industrial  emissions  remain  with  us. 

Statistics 


The  number  of  live  births,  533  >  is  28  higher  than  in  1969. 
There  were  34  fewer  deaths.  Amongst  these  there  were  only  8  due  to 
chronic  bronchitis. 


Infectious  Disease 


The  number  of  measles  notifications  remains  low.  There  was  only 
1  new  case  of  tuberculosis  notified.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  it 
was  thought  that  the  outbreak  of  infective  jaundice  at  Hewbold  Verdon 
was  declining.  However  the  outbreak  was  not  over  until  after  mid¬ 
summer.  An  appreciable  number  of  households  had  several  persons 
affected,  the  interval  between  cases  being  several  weeks. 

Although  only  one  notification  of  dysentery  is  on  record,  several 
contacts  of  this  case  were  found  to  be  carrying  the  organism  responsible  - 
these  were  members  of  a  play-group  at  Higham. 

Similarly,  only  one  notification  of  food  poisoning  is  recorded, 
but  investigation  of  associates  revealed  that  other  persons  had  been 
infected  with  the  same  organism  originating  from  a  food-shop  in  Nuneaton 
which  had  caused  a  large  outbreak  in  that  toxm. 

Informal  notification  indicated  two  cases  of  brucellosis  in 
Fenny  Drayton.  In  the  same  village  it  was  discovered  that  raw  milk  had 
been  sold  from  a  brucellosis  infected  herd  of  cows.  The  producer  was 
in  the  Nuneaton  area  and  the  Nuneaton  Authority  had  previously  instituted 
a  diversion  order  for  heat  treatment  of  milk  sold  for  human  consumption. 
Investigations  in  this  case  led  to  legal  proceedings  for  breach  of  the 
order.  Further  investigations  in  the  Market  Bosworth  Rural  District 
Council  area  drew  attention  to  milk  producing  herds  in  Barton, 

Congerstone  and  Pinwall  which  were  infected  with  the  brucella  organism. 

As  often  happens  during  the  holiday  season,  follow-up  was 
required  of  holiday-makers  returning  from  typhoid  infected  areas  on  the 
Continent.  It  is  government  policy  to  advise  inoculation  of  those 
taking  Continental  holidays. 
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Housing 


It  is  customary  to  receive  frequent  requests  for  support  in 
connection  with  applications  for  re-housing  for  various  reasons, 
in  Council  Houses.  It  has  been  the  policy  in  this  department  to 
investigate  and  then  refer  the  information  to  the  Housing  Officer 
for  consideration  when  allocations  are  made. 

In  Ibstock,  it  was  felt  that  there  was  a  high  proportion  of 
unfit  houses.  Accordingly  it  was  recommended  that,  where  groups 
of  these  houses  existed,  clearance  area  procedure  be  considered. 

Sewerage  Schemes 

As  in  last  year's  report  one  must  express  disappointment  at 
the  difficulties  which  have  been  encountered  in  completing  the 
Park  Lane,  Bagworth  scheme. 

The  future  population  and  development  of  Markfield  is  still 
being  debated  in  so  far  as  it  affects  future  sewerage  plans  in  that 
parish. 


The  one  outstanding  large  scheme  in  the  district  is  that 
which  concerns  Orton  and  Norton- juxta-Twycross .  Progress  is  hoped 
for  in  this  direction  in  the  near  future. 

Environmental  Froblems 


Major  problems  continue  to  fall  under  the  following  headings  :- 

1.  Noise 

2.  Dust 

3.  Smells 

Major  noise  problems  occurred  at  :- 

Ratby  (Casepak) 

Markfield  (Econofreight) 

Ibstock  (Brick  &  Tile  Works) 

Mallory  Park  Racing  Circuit 

At  Ibstock  Brick  &  Tile  Works  where  there  is  a  continuous 
roaring  noise  from  a  drying  plant.  It  is  hoped  that  alterations  in 
conditions  following  conversion  to  natural  gas  from  oil  may  eventually 
lead  to  some  reduction  in  the  noise. 

Following  a  formal  complaint  about  Mallory  Park  in  the  autumn 
a  meeting  with  the  management  was  arranged  to  discuss  future  activities 
and  programmes. 

At  Markfield,  the  effects  of  blasting  operations  by  Cliff e  Hill 
Granite  Quarry  came  under  observation. 

Dust  problems  continued  at  Groby  (Bradgate  Quarry).  The 
Residents'  Association  asked  the  Council  to  take  statutory  action  against 
the  quarry.  The  Council  was  advised  against  this  and  the  Residents' 
Association  prepared  to  take  action  independently. 

At  Ratcliffe  Culey  the  residents  have  been  subjected  to  a  burnt 
paint  smell  from  the  3M's  factory  in  the  adjoining  rural  district. 

This  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  officials  of  the  Aikeretcne  Rural 
District  Council.  Efforts  have  been  made  by  the  management  to  abate 
the  nuisance.  To  date  they  have  succeeded  only  in  altering  the 
character  of  the  smell. 
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Witherley  Brook 


Eventually  the  scheme  to  prevent  flooding  in  Witherley 
(llythe  Lane  especially)  was  completed. 

Ihstock  Public  Conveniences 

Unfortunately,  a  scheme  to  provide  public  conveniences  and  a 
small  car  park  on  the  site  of  condemned  property  at  the  bottom  of 
Gladstone  Street  has  not  reached  fruition. 

Caravans 


A  complaint  was  received  about  conditions  on  the  permanent 
site  at  Ratby.  This  concerned  (a)  drainage  and  (b)  too  close 
proximity  of  caravans.  Both  these  complaints  were  justified  and 
it  is  hoped  that  careful  implementation  of  site  licence  conditions 
will  produce  some  improvement  in  the  future. 

Acknowledgements 

This  report  is  an  attempt  to  produce  some  indication  of  the 
overall  public  health  matters  which  occupy  a  considerable  amount 
of  the  time  of  the  public  health  committee  in  their  efforts  to 
maintain  a  reasonable  standard  of  environmental  conditions  of  the 
district. 

I  thank  the  committee  and  it’s  Chairman,  and  all  the  officers 
of  the  Council  for  their  assistance  and  the  efforts  they  have  made 
in  this  direction.

The  population  is  partly  industrial  and  partly  agricultural. 
Industries  include  coal-mining,  brick  and  pipe  manufacture,  quarrying, 
footwear  manufacture,  engineering,  and  hosiery  and  knitwear.  Some  of 
the  larger  parishes  including  Barlestone,  Groby,  Market  Bosworth, 
Markfield  and  Newbold  Verdon  have  been  the  centres  of  new  development 
from  which  increasing  numbers  of  occupants  travel  to  work  in  the 
larger  towns  and  cities.  Ibstock  has  also  been  a  village  with  more 
new  housing  and  an  increasing  population.  As  reported  previously,  the 
"centre  of  gravity"  of  population  is  nearer  the  northern  and  eastern 
parishes . 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Hospitals  are  administered  by  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital 
Board  and  local  Leicester  Management  Committees. 

General  Medical  Services  are  provided  through  the  Leicestershire 
and  Rutland  Executive  Council. 

Institutional  accommodation  for  the  elderly  is  provided  by  the 
Leicestershire  County  Council.  During  the  year  in  question  there  was 
strong  local  feeling  against  the  suggestion  that  Uesthaven  would  close 
when  a  new  County  Home  was  to  be  provided  eventually  at  Ibstock. 

Hospital  accommodation  for  elderly  sick  patients  is  administered 
by  the  Leicester  Area  Geriatric  Service  based  on  Killcrest  Hospital 
Leicester.  The  Service,  which  covers  both  City  and  County  has  an 
establishment  for  three  consultant  geriatricians.  The  unit  controls 
the  admission  of  patients.  In  view  of  the  fact  that,  in  many  cases, 
there  is  doubt  as  to  the  best  type  of  institution  for  ultimate 
admission,  there  is  an  assessment  unit  at  Carlton  Hayes,  Narborough. 

Markfield  Hospital  admits  certain  categories  of  general  medical 
and  surgical  patients  as  well  as  long  term  patients  and  those  suffering 
from  tuberculosis. 

During  the  jrear  the  suggestion  was  put  forward  that  some  of 
the  beds  at  Markfield  could  be  used  for  the  recovery  stage  of 
patients  in  City  Hospitals  who  had  had  surgical  operations  but  no 
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General  Provision  of  Health  Services  -  Cont '  d. 


longer  needed  the  immediate  supervision  of  Consultants.  In  this 
way  it  was  thought  that  the  turn-over  in  acute  hospitals  could  be 
assisted. 

Institutional  Ilatemity  Accommodation  is  provided  at  Leicester 
Hospitals,  Kirby  Ifuxloe,  and  at  the  new  ITuneaton  Ilaternity  Hospital. 

Glengate  Hospital  at  Leicester  Lane,  Desford,  an  annexe  of 
Glenfrith  Hospital,  provides  accommodation  for  mentally  subnormal  boys. 

Higham  Grange  provides  rehabilitation  treatment  for  physically 
disabled  men.  Some  are  day  patients,  the  remainder  spend  their  week¬ 
ends  at  home. 

Part  III  national  Health  Services  (Ambulance,  Domiciliary  Help, 
Health  Visiting,  District  Nursing,  etc.,  etc.,)  are  provided  by  the 
Leicestershire  County  Council.  Health  Visitors  and  Home  Nurses  are 
now  attached  to  the  family  doctoi-s '  surgeries  and  no  longer  work  on 
the  basis  of  geographical  areas. 

Chiropody  Services  for  elderly  persons,  subsidised  by  the 
County  Council,  are  provided  in  association  with  various  old  peoples' 
welfare  clubs. 

The  H.R.V.S.  organize  a  Heals  on  T  .'heels  Service  in  the  Desford 
and  Hewbold  Verdon  area  and  the  Ibstock  area.  Neals  are  obtained 
from  the  canteens  of  the  Ibstock  Brick  &  Tile  1  orks  and  Tubes.  The 
service  depends  upon  delivery  by  volunteers.  During  1970  the 
recipients  paid  l/-d  per  meal.  The  balance  of  the  cost  of  the  meal, 
the  containers  and  heating  of  containers  was  shared  equally  by  the 
District  and  County  Councils.  Ibstock  area  provides  approximately 
550  meals  per  quarter.  Desford  provides  approximately  250. 

Group  Housing  for  the  elderly  is  provided  at  Nestgate,  Ibstock. 
This  consists  of  sixteen  flatlets  (14  single  and  2  double).  This  is 
specially  planned  housing  accommodation  with  a  resident  warden.  As 
it  is  intended  for  those  who  require  \irelfare  assistance  from  time  to 
time,  the  County  Council  makes  a  per  capita  grant  towards  the  cost 
of  the  block  of  flatlets.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


Once  again  I  have  the  honour  and  pleasure  to  present  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  work  carried  out  during  1970  hy  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  and  Sewage  Disposal  Staff. 

Reports  built  up  from  statistical  records  can  be  very  boring  in 
themselves  and  do  not  show  the  large  amount  of  work  that  may  go  into 
finalising  one  particular  item,  whether  it  be  investigating  a  complaint 
of  a  nuisance  or  preventing  a  nuisance  from  occurring. 

The  housing  conditions  at  Bagworth  are  still  very  unsatisfactory 
owing  to  the  effects  of  mining  subsidence,  and  although  generally 
throughout  the  district  an  increase  in  population  is  evident  in  Bagworth 
it  continues  to  decline. 

I  referred  in  my  last  report  to  the  indiscriminate  dumping  of 
scrap  material.  I  regret  to  say  that  this  has  not  decreased  during  the 
year  and  well  used  dumping  spots  have  to  be  cleared  at  regular  intervals. 

It  seems  that  clearing  a  dump  is  an  invitation  for  a  further  visitation 
by  what  I  am  convinced  are  outsiders.  Despite  a  shortage  of  staff 
bulky  household  discards  are  removed  on  request  requiring  on  an  average 
one  and  a  half  days  per  week  the  service  of  a  vehicle  and  driver. 

Mention  is  made  later  of  the  incentive  bonus  scheme  for  refuse 
collectors.  This  is  working  on  a  knife  edge  as  the  scheme  allows  for 
twenty  collectors  and  twentjr  collectors  only,  consequently  in  time  of 
absence  through  sickness  or  holiday  a  man  has  to  be  "borrowed"  from 
another  section  and  in  a  small  total  labour  force  some  real  manipulation 
is  necessary. 

Criticism  has  been  made  of  the  method  of  closing  down  on  refuse 
collections  for  two  holiday  week  periods.  With  such  a  small  labour 
force  and  bearing  in  mind  the  total  holiday  entitlement  of  each  man  I 
cannot  see  the  possibility  of  "staggering"  holidays  and  having  disruption 
of  services  spread  over  three  or  four  months  of  the  year. 

Once  again  emphasis  must  be  placed  on  nuisance  by  noise.  We  are 
living  in  an  age  of  noise  and  are  becoming  to  accept  it  as  part  of  the 
normal  way  of  life,  particularly  industrial  noise,  and  I  include  road 
vehicles  as  major  offenders  in  this  category.  When  testing  for  the 
volume  of  noise  from  a  particular  source  invariably  the  noise  from  passing 
traffic  drowns  everything  else.  What  were  once  country  lanes  in  our 
district  are  becoming  industrial  highways  with  bigger  vehicles  spewing 
out  fumes  and  noise  which  present  legislation  seems  powerless  to  prevent. 

The  number  of  vehicles  abandoned  continues  to  increase  and  these 
can  be  a  great  danger  to  children  as  it  is  often  found  that  petrol  has 
been  left  in  the  tanks.  A  fault  in  the  law  is  that  no  vehicle  can  be 
removed  until  exhaustive  enquiries  have  been  carried  out  to  try  and 
find  the  owner.  During  this  period  of  inquiry  the  vehicle  has  been 
stripped  of  all  movable  parts,  thus  becoming  a  non-runner  involving 
lifting  equipment  for  ultimate  removal.  The  Council  not  possessing 
such  equipment  has  then  to  employ  outside  sources  to  remove  the  scrap. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  was  an  increase  of  16 fo  in  the  number 
of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  at  the  four  slaughterhouses  in  the 
district  -  5,400  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

Many  more  premises  were  inspected  for  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and 
I  can  report  a  steady  improvement  and  willing  co-operation  in  changing 
old  habits  and  perhaps  more  important  in  maintaining  the  improved  conditions. 

Finally  I  must  draw  attention  to  a  great  increase  in  the  number  of 
Improvement  Grants  approved  during  the  year.  81  applications  for  Dis¬ 
cretionary  Grant  were  approved  compared  with  56  in  1970,  and  65  applications 
for  Standard  Grant  opposed  to  50  in  the  previous  year. 
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Water  Supply 


The  supply  of  water  to  the  district  is  under  the  control  of 
the  Leicester  Water  Board  and  the  Worth  test  Leicester  Water  Board. 

We  were  fortunate  to  have  had  to  suffer  no  curtailment  of 
supplies  during  the  year. 

Complaints  of  considerable  discolouration  were  referred  to  the 
Water  Undertaking  concerned  who  in  every  case  asserted  that  although 
the  water  was  discoloured  it  was  perfectly  safe  to  drink. 

9  samples  of  mains  water  were  taken  for  Bacteriological 
Examination  -  all  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

1  Chemical  sample  of  water  taken  from  a  hot  tap  proved  unsatis¬ 
factory  due  to  a  growth  of  yeast  in  the  water.  This  was  subsequently 
found  to  be  caused  by  the  occupier  making  his  own  wine  and  keeping  it 
at  a  constant  temperature  above  the  airing  cupboard  and  free  yeast 
getting  into  the  header  tank. 

With  regard  to  examination  of  well  supplies,  5  Bacteriological 
samples  proved  satisfactory  and  9  unsatisfactory. 

10,367  houses  with  a  population  of  30*568  have  a  mains  water 
supply  and  470  houses  with  a  population  of  832  rely  on  supplies  from 
wells. 

Sewerage  and  Sex^age  Disposal 

During  the  year  the  major  extension  of  Wewbold  Verdon  Sewage 
Works  was  completed  as  was  the  new-  works  for  Barlestone. 

The  joint  scheme  for  Orton-on-the-Hill  and  Uorton-Juxta-Twycross 
is  at  last  becoming  nearer  a  reality  and  a  detailed  scheme  has  been 
accepted. 

The  Sibson,  Shenton,  Upton  and  \  ellesborough  scheme  commenced 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  is 
virtually  completed. 

16  cesspools  were  abolished  during  the  year  and  18  new  ones 
constructed. 

The  estimated  number  of  domestic  cesspools  in  the  district  is 
525  and  the  Council  made  facilities  available  for  emptying  on  a  pay¬ 
ment  of  30/-d  and  business  premises,  farms,  etc.,  are  emptied  at  a 
charge  of  £2.  10s.  Od  per  hour.  This  was  altered  in  August  when  a 
free  cesspool  emptying  scheme  was  introduced.  This  allows  for  each 
domestic  cesspool  to  be  emptied  twice  in  any  period  of  12  months  free 
of  charge.  Additional  emptyings  are  charged  at  £2.00  per  emptying. 

The  total  number  of  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  Rural  District 
is  20,  with  93  pumps  to  maintain  and  28  ancillary  pumping  stations  to 
keep  in  constant  operation. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Sewage  Works  Manager,  Mr.  Keene, 
for  the  very  zealous  manner  in  which  he  controls  his  department  and 
keeps  the  sprinklers  revolving  despite  indifferent  health  during  the 
year. 
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Closet  Accommodation 


Of  the  total  number  of  10,837  houses  in  the  district  10,508 
have  water  closets  and  329  pail  closets,  which  latter  are  emptied 
weekly  by  the  Council. 

28  pail  closets  were  converted  to  water  carriage.  A  grant  of 
£12  per  conversion  is  payable  except  in  cases  where  an  Improvement 
Grant  is  possible. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  every  Parish  in  the 
district,  using  a  fleet  of  3  large  compression  vehicles,  1  fore  and 
aft  tipper  and  4  side  loaders. 

For  the  purpose  of  cesspool  emptying  two  1500  gallon  capacity 
tankers  are  used  -  the  contents  being  taken  to  the  Market  Bosworth 
Sewage  Works  for  treatment. 

One  tipping  site  is  in  use  for  refuse  situated  in  Braithwaite 's 
Quarry  at  Cadeby,  and  the  Council  is  grateful  for  the  continued  use 
of  the  quarry  at  no  charge. 

Trade  waste  is  now  being  collected  on  a  contract  payment  basis 
from  shops  and  small  factories. 

Litter  bins  are  provided  by  the  Council  throughout  the  district 
as  requested  and  six  street  orderlies  are  in  use  each  weekend  for  paper 
collection  in  streets. 

August  saw  the  inception  of  the  long  awaited  incentive  bonus 
scheme  for  refuse  collectors.  This  allows  the  men  to  earn  a  reasonable 
bonus  according  to  the  amount  of  work  they  carry  out  and  is  based  on 
accepted  work  study  methods.  After  a  few  teething  troubles  the  scheme 
is  now  running  smoothly  and  all  the  men  appreciate  the  benefit  of  the 
scheme  to  them  and  the  ratepayers  are  provided  with  a  very  regular 
collection. 

Appreciation  is  again  expressed  of  the  splendid  way  the  Refuse 
Collection  employees  have  worked  -  12,218  tons  of  house  refuse  were 
handled  during  the  year  which  averages  581  tons  per  man. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  Premises 

The  total  number  of  complaints  received  was  103  in  relation  to 
100  premises.

Disinfestations 


Disinfection  as  opposed  to  Disinfestation  is  carried  out  on 
request  after  illness  and  where  necessary  bedding  and  mattresses  are 
taken  away  and  destroyed. 

Rodent  Control 


The  Council  employs  one  full  time  rodent  operator  to  maintain 
a  rodent  destruction  service  for  the  administration  of  the  Prevention 
of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949.  Plus  one  part-time  assistant. 

Treatment  is  carried  out  free  of  charge  at  domestic  premises 
but  a  charge  is  made  for  work  on  all  other  types  of  premises.  Annual 
contracts  for  the  extermination  of  rats  and  mice  are  offered  to  any 
non-domestic  premises  and  during  the  present  year,  49  of  these  contracts 
have  been  taken  up  with  the  local  authority  involving  66  premises  in¬ 
cluding  a  number  of  farms  and  agricultural  holdings. 

The  number  of  infestations  dealt  with  during  the  year  totalled 
360  and  for  this  purpose  the  number  of  inspections  was  18  by  Public 
Health  Inspectors  and  706  initial  visits  and  surveys  by  the  operator. 

A  further  campaign  against  rats  on  farms  was  carried  out  in  the 
autumn  by  local  authorities  in  Leicestershire,  Northamptonshire  and 
Rutland.  We  for  our  part  publicised  the  campaign  as  far  as  possible 
and  held  a  supply  of  rat  bait  for  farmers  to  purchase  as  they  required* 
The  Ministry  provided  a  demonstration  on  a  farm  in  the  district  shoxnLng 
the  best  way  to  treat  rats  under  various  situations,  but  unfortunately 
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Rodent  Control  -  Cont‘d 


only  a  handful  of  farmers  visited  the  display  even  though  it  was  on 
for  a  x:hole  day.  General  publicity  was  much  harder  to  get  this  year, 
although  the  local  newspapers  and  periodicals  did  give  the  campaign 
quite  a  number  of  reports  on  various  items. 

I  feel  that  although  the  campaign  has  done  a  lot  of  good 
unless  constant  pressure  is  kept  on  farmers  for  the  idea  of  rat  free 
farms  the  number  of  rats  will  again  increase  considerably. 

Offices,  Shops  &  Railway  Premises  Act  1963 

In  connection  with  this  Act,  a  total  number  of  143  visits  were 
made  during  the  year.

6  premises  are  registered  under  the  Act  and  the  premises  are  of 
a  good  standard  and  maintained  excellently. 

Caravans 


2  site  licences  were  issued  for  individual  vans  and  1  for 
12  vans  for  use  only  by  gipsies.  Although  the  site  licence  was  granted 
after  appeal  it  has  not  yet  been  fully  occupied. 

4  permanent  site  licences  are  in  operation  for  31  >  15 ,  10  and 
3  caravans.  Sanitary  Conveniences  and  piped  water  are  available  on 
each  site,  and  they  are  well  conducted  and  cause  no  complaint. 

The  number  of  caravans  placed  on  licenced  sites  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  74. 

Local  Authorities  are  being  pressed  by  the  Ministry  to  provide 
sites  for  gipsies  and  other  travellers  but  generally  speaking  house¬ 
holders  are  very  resentful  at  the  very  low  standard  of  behaviour  of 
the  majority  of  itinerants,  and  one  cannot  see  that  a  site  would  be 
welcome  in  this  district. 
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Regulated  Buildings 


Only  one  premises  are  now  registered  as  an  Offensive  Trade,  the 
other,  a  tripe  factory,  closed  at  the  end  of  last  year.  The  registered 
premises  give  no  cause  for  complaint. 

Pet  Animals  Act  1951 

No  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  Pet  Animals. 

Rag  Flock  Act  1951 

No  premises  are  registered  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations 

The  steady  improvement  in  general  food  hygiene  has  been  main¬ 
tained  and  it  is  a  matter  for  satisfaction  that  formal  action  is  rarely 
necessary.  There  are  black  spots,  of  course,  and  informal  notices  are 
usually  complied  with. 

The  number  of  premises  inspected  was  109  for  which  248  visits 
were  made.  20  informal  notices  were  issued  -  11  have  been  complied  with 
during  the  year  leaving  54  outstanding. 

Included  in  the  above  figures  are  inspections  to  7  mobile  shops. 
Clean  Air  Act  1956 

Sporadic  complaints  were  received  regarding  fumes  from  the  salt 
glazing  processes  and  the  new  techniques  mentioned  last  year  are  slow 
in  materialising. 

Two  applications  for  prior  approval  were  received  and  granted,  and 
3  applications  for  approval  of  chimney  height  received  and  approved, 
although  not  without  one  requiring  amendment. 

The  emission  of  granite  dust  from  the  Bradgate  Quarry  again 
caused  much  concern  to  the  complainants,  the  factory  management  and  the 
Council. 


With  regard  to  the  Ibstock  Brick  &  Tile  Works,  technical  dif¬ 
ficulties  with  the  oil  burning  installation  are  still  not  overcome  and 
many  complaints  of  fumes  and  smell  are  still  being  received.  A  further 
change  to  gas  fired  ovens  is  contemplated  for  the  current  year  which 
should  solve  many  difficulties. 

Serious  and  continued  complaints  have  been  received  of  atmospherical 
pollution  from  a  factory  situated  in  the  Atherstone  Rural  District  Council. 
Installation  of  spray  equipment  to  mask  the  smell  of  burnt  paint  and  resin 
appear  to  only  reduce  the  nuisance  occasionally  and  continued  representations 
are  made  to  the  Atherstone  Public  Health  Department. 

Noise  Abatement  Act  I960 

The  complaints  received  regarding  noise  were  mainly  from  industrial 
machinery  but  in  addition  complaints  were  received  of  slamming  car  doors, 
heavy  lorries  starting  up  during  the  early  hours  and  machines. 
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IToise  Abatement  Act  I960  -  Cont’d. 


In  two  areas  complaints  of  noise  from  Youth  Centres  were 
investigated. 

Industrial  noise  at  Ratby,  Barlestone,  Markfield  and  Ibstock, 
also  raised  many  complaints  and  inspections  entailed  many  late  night 
visits. 


In  all  cases  genuine  efforts  were  made  to  reduce  the  noise 
level  and  no  formal  action  was  taken. 

Inspections  and  Supervision  of  Food 

(a)  Ice  Cream 

No  Ice  Cream  manufacturing  is  carried  out  in  the  district  but 
130  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice  cream. 

( b )  Milk  Supplies 

Most  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  district  is  distributed  from  five 
large  premises  registered  as  Milk  Distributors.  There  are,  however, 

25  other  licenced  dealers  in  milk. 

32  samples  were  taken  from  bulk  supplies  for  biological  exam¬ 
ination,  21  only  of  which  were  satisfactory.  The  other  11  were  un¬ 
satisfactory  because  they  showed  evidence  of  Brucella  Abortus.  3 
notices  were  served  under  Art.  20  Milk  &  Dairies  (General)  Regs.  1959 
preventing  the  producers  selling  raw  milk. 

The  number  of  Dairy  Farms  in  the  district  is  gradually  decreas¬ 
ing  and  most  of  the  milk  now  produced  is  collected  and  sent  to  large 
pasteurisation  plants.  Eight  producers  retail  their  own  milk  in  the 
district. 

A  serious  problem  arose  in  March,  when  we  heard  informally  of 
two  cases  of  Brucellosis  occurring  in  one  house  at  Fenny  Drayton.  On 
investigation  it  was  learnt  that  this  house  until  recently  had  been 
supplied  with  untreated  farm  bottled  milk.  This  was  produced  and 
bottled  at  a  farm  in  Nuneaton.  On  checking  with  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  at  Nuneaton  we  were  informed  there  was  an  order  on  this 
producer  preventing  him  from  selling  untreated  milk. 

On  making  further  investigations  we  were  able  to  see  a  bottle  of 
milk  standing  on  a  door  step  with  farm  bottled  and  the  same  farmer’s 
name  and  address  stamped  on  the  cap.  On  visiting  the  farm  with  the 
Nuneaton  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  the  farmer  could  not  answer 
the  questions  but  finally  said  he  had  been  re-bottling  the  pasteurised 
milk  that  he  purchased  into  his  bottles  because  people  wanted  his  own 
milk.  An  occupier  gave  us  a  bottle  of  the  "untreated  farm  bottled" 
milk  and  this  was  tested  and  found  to  be  raw  milk.  The  following  day 
the  farmer  was  carrying  only  pasteurised  milk  on  his  van,  and  in  fact 
sold  the  retail  round  within  a  week* 

A  lengthy  investigation  then  followed  and  it  was  found  that  he 
had  been  selling  farmbottled  milk  to  up  to  30  houses  in  the  village. 

Some  occupiers  had  requested  his  milk,  to  others  on  a  new  estate  when 
the  houses  became  occupied  he  had  offered  only  his  farm  bottled  milk. 

Although  we  were  unable  to  prove  his  milk  had  caused  the 
Brucellosis ,  nine  separate  cases  were  taken  for  the  sale  of  milk 
contrary  to  a  notice  under  Article  20,  Milk  &  Dairies  (General) 
Regulations,  1959.

(c)  Food  and  Drugs  Act 

The  Council  is  not  a  designated  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  and 
I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  F.W.  Arnold,  Chief  Inspector,  for  details  of  the 
samples  taken  by  the  Public  Control  Department  of  the  County  on 
behalf  of  the  Rural  District.

(d)  Heat  and  Other  Foods 

The  four  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  are  licenced  annually. 

Under  the  provisons  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  27  Licences 
have  been  issued  to  slaughtermen  for  the  slaughter  of  animals. 

One  of  the  slaughterhouses  is  a  modern  abattoir  with  a  fairly 
large  wholesale  distribution  trade,  a  large  proportion  of  which  is 
exported  outside  the  district.

Petroleum  Acts 


Annual  Licences  are  issued  by  the  Council  in  respect  of  all 
premises  storing  Fetroleum  Spirit  or  any  inflammable  petroleum  based 
mixture . 


All  new  petrol  installations  are  tested  before  licensing  and 
underground  petrol  tanks  over  20  years  old  are  required  to  be  pressure 
tested  to  ensure  they  are  still  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  147 
visits  were  made  for  this  purpose. 

105  premises  are  licensed  for  storage,  comprising  39  at  garage 
and  filling  stations  and  66  other  premises. 

During  the  year  3  obsolete  underground  storage  tanks  were  made 
safe  by  filling  2  with  water  and  removing  the  other  tank  entirely. 

Civic  Amenities  Act  1967 

The  removal  of  rubbish  deposited  unlawfully  continues  to  be 
a  problem  and  we  could  almost  employ  a  vehicle  full  time  running  round 
clearing  rubbish  dumped  in  hedgerows,  lay-byes,  etc. 

The  removal  and  disposal  of  unwanted  motor  vehicles  still  causes 
me  a  slight  problem  mainly  because  we  have  not  the  equipment  to  remove 
abandoned  vehicles  and  the  difficulty  in  finding  a  scrap  metal  dealer 
willing  to  collect.
